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BUFFINGTON  GENEALOGY 


Historical  and  Genealogical  Record  of  the  descendants  of 
Richard  Buffington,  who  settled  in  Pennsylvania  before  1677, 
and  his  great-grandson  Jacob,  who  settled  in  Maryland  before 
1790* 
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In  1679,  was  born  Richard  Buffington,  son  of  Richard,  he 
being  the  firstborn  Englishman  in  Pennsylvania*  The  facts  in 
this  case  were  particularly  commeraoriat ed  in  the  parish  of 
Chester,  30  May,  1739,  when  his  father,  having  attained  his 
85th  year,  had  a  meeting  of  all  his  descendants  numbering  115 
persons  assembled  at  his  house,  the  firstborn  being  present 
and  then*  in  the  60th  year  of  his  age* 

During  the  American  Revolution,  Lord  Cornwallis  defeated 
the  American  Forces  at  Brandywine,  Sept*  11,  1777. 

General  Sullivan,  who  commanded  the  right  wing  of  the 
American  Army,  had  received  instructions  to  guard  the  fords  as 
far  upwstream  as  the  Buffington’s.  The  British  crossed  at  Jeffrie’s 
Ford  to  the  north  of  Buffington’s  Ford* 

After  Joseph  Buffington  willed  part  of  his  land  in  1785,  to 
his  sister,  Alice  Buffington  Hance,  the  Buffington  Ford  was  known 
as  Hance’ a.  The  bridge  erected  some  30  yeara  or  more  ago,  was 
known  as  Shaw’s,  from  the  latter  owner  of  the  land. 

Osborne  Hill  from  which  British  Officers  watched  the  Battle 
of  Brandywine,  received  the  name  from  the  family. 

The  Seeds  family  have  given  name  to  the  first  bridge  on 
west  branch  of  Brandywine,  above  forks. 
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The  year  after  the  death  of  Humphrey  Marshall  of  Marshall¬ 
town,  the  last  of  the  family  to  occupy  the  old  Mansion  at  the 
Botanical  Gardens,  established  by  his  great-uncle  of  the  same 
name,  Gilbert  Cope,  had  access  to  papers  which  had  lain  in  the 
attic  of  the  Marshall  home  for  many  years. 

Many  papers  were  left  there  by  Richard  Buffington,  son  and 
executor  of  John  Buffington,  He  was  a  bachelor,  who  made  his 
home  at  the  Marshall  Mansion  for  sometime  before  his  death  in 
1805,  age  65  yrs, 

Gilbert  Cope,  Descendant  of  Oliver  Cope,  1647-1697,  founded 
the  West  Chester  Historical  Society,  1893.  Volumes  of  records 
which  he  wrote  on  the  Buffington  history,  original  records  of 
transactions  and  personal  papers  of  the  Buffington  family  are 
preserved  in  the  Historical  Society  at  Pennsylvania, 

Gilbert  Cope  is  related  to  the  Buffington’s. 

Richard  Buffington,  60n  cf  Richard,  1697-1741,  was  born  in 
W.  Bradford,  Pa,  He  purchased  land  in  E.  Bradford  in  1696  and 
moved  there  in  a  few  years.  He  was  Supt.  of  Highways  in  Bradford. 

Feb.  10,  1726,  his  father,  Richard  conveyed  250  acres  to 
him  by  deed. 

In  Friends  Records  at  Cain  3-17-1780,  there  is  a  complaint 
against  Richard  Buffington,  for  deviating  from  the  Friends 
Testimony  of  war,  so  far  as  to  compound  with  the  Collectors  of 
fines  and  taxes  and  paying  and  assuming  to  pay  their  demands  for 
hftaself,  his  father  and  brother  without  their  consent. 
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Records  of  Richard  Buffington,  at  Provincial  Councils 
held  at  Phil*  Pa.,  1730-33-35,  are  presented  in  these  papers. 

Phebe  Grubb  Buffington,  1690—1769,  wife  of  Richard,  of 
Richard,  was  the  daughter  of  John  Grubb,  1653—1708,  who  came 
from  England  to  Burlington  ,  W.  Jersey,  1677  in  the  "Kent*  with 
Wm.  Penn,  settled  at  Grubbs  Landing  (  Now  New  Castle  Co.  Del.) 

Pa.  He  was  Justice  of  the  Peace,  Member  of  Deleware  Council  and 
twice  member  of  Pa«  assembley,  married  Frances  Vane.  He  was  the 
son  of  John  Grubb,  1610-67,  royaliet  after  the  execution  of 
Charlee  the  first,  settled  in  Cornwall,  of  Thomas,  b.  1581,  M.  A. 
Oxford  11,  rector  of  Cranfield,  Bedfordshire,  England,  of  Thomas 
d.  1617  of  Pott  erne.  Devizes,  Wilt  shires,  of  Henry  Grubb  or  Grubbe 
d.  1581,  elected  to  Parliament,  Wiltshire. 

Eleven  years  after  the  death  of  Richard,  Phebe  married  Simon 
Hadly,  widower  of  Mill  Creek  hundred,  New  Castle  County,  He  died 
four  years  later.  Tradition  says  he  was  murdered  by  a  servant  for 
money  he  carried  on  his  person. 

Phebe  died  the  same  day  as  Mary  Marshall,  mother  of  Humphrey 


Marshall. 
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John  Buffington,  of  Richard  of  Richard,  was  rilled  all  of 
the  land  by  hie  mother,  Phebe  (Grubb)  Euffington  Kadly,  in 
1769,  He  died  in  W.  Chester,  Pa*,  10  mo*  23,  1774.  His  first  wife 
was  Elizabehhfc  Way,  whom  he  married  in  1738,  daughter  of  Robert 
Way  by  Hannah  Hickman,  of  Benjamin  Hickman  by  Ann  Buffington, 

Hie  second  wife  was  Jane  Thatcher,  married  at  Cain,  Pa.,  5-15-67, 
(Friends  Record),  John  had  nine  children  including: 

Jacob  Buffington,  1756-1831,  whose  mother  was  Elis,  Way, 
Jacob  was  born  in  W.  Bradford,  Pa,  He  purchased  "The  Old  Place" 
in  W.  Chester,  Pa*,  Nov,  24,  1774-5,  226  acres,  (Friends  Record, 

W,  Chester  Historical  Society). 

He  was  arrested  as  a  Tory  during  the  Revolution,  but  escaped 
from  guards  and  fled  to  Prince  Edward  Island,  Afterwards  to  Eng¬ 
land*  Returned  to  Chester,  then  settled  in  Taneytown,  Frederick 
County,  Maryland  before  1790, 

Friends  Record  at  Cain,  Pa,,  7—17—1778,  states  "Bradford 
informs  that  Jacob  Buffington  both  left  his  place  of  abode  in 
a  manner  unbecoming  our  profession  and  gone  to  the  British  Army", 
He  was  an  Officer  of  the  Lutheran  Ref.  Church  in  Taneytown, 
Md.  Organized  1780.  (Rev.  John  Grubb,  descendant  of  John  Grubb, 

r 

was  regular  pastor  of  the  church,  1815). 

Jacob  Euffington  along  with  others,  all  Commissioners 
proposed  a  scheme  of  lottery  for  the  purpose  of  raising  money 
(not  to  exceed  {2500.00)  for  the  purpose  of  completing  the  German 
Lutheran  Church  in  Taneytown  ,  in  Frederick  County  and  for  other 
purposes.  (Acts  1813,  ch  1  ). 
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Jacob  Buffington  had  First  Land  Grant  in  Taneytown,  Maryland, 
"Bedford",  473  acres.  In  1773,  he  married  Mary  Magdalene,  1759-1840, 
Jacob,  his  wife  and  all  eight  children  are  buried  in  Lutheran  Ref. 
Cemetery,  Taneytown,  Md. 

His  son,  David  Buffington,  1802-1886,  was  born  in  Taneytown, 
Frederick  Co.,  Md.  He  was  a  Member  of  House  of  Delegates  for  Carroll 
Co.  Md.,  1851.  Member  of  the  Petit  Jury,  3rd  Session,  Carroll  Co. 
Court ,  Sept,  3,  1831. 

David' 8  father  willed  him  "Lower  Siipes"  Bedford,  Lot  #  2, 

137  acres  with  water  rights  and  privileges  to  Mill,  Clock  and  Case, 

* 

1831.  He  called  part  of  his  estate  "Home  Farm",  where  he  resided. 

He  had  three  Wives.  Married  first,  Susanna  Angel,  1803-1859,  in 
1822,  thirteen  children  by  this  marriage.  In  1860,  he  married 
Catherine  Droneberger,  1835-1911,  five  children  by  this  union. 

Susan  Catherin  e  Rinehart,  1829-1873,  was  the  third  wife  in  1872. 

No  issue  by  this  marriage.  (Records  verified  from  Buffington 
F amily  Bible)  • 

David,  his  three  wives  and  all  18  children  are  buried  in  the 
Lutheran  Reform  Cemetery  at  Taneytown,  Md.,  incl  uding  his  eon  by 
his  second  marriage,  Jesse  Motter  Buffington. 
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Jesse  Motter  Euffington,  1871— 1930 >  was  born  on  "Home  Farm* 
Taneytown,  Md.  He  was  willed  one  share  of  his  fathers  (David's) 
estate,  Apr*  19,  1886*  Will  f  1753,  J*  0*  W*  5,  p*  544,  Westmins- 
ter  Court  House,  Frederick  Co*  Md*  His  brother  James  was  appointed 
his  guardian  until  he  bacame  of  age* 

He  was  a  maker  of  Fine  Harness  and  Turf  Goods.  Had  a  store 
at  Reist  erst  own  Road  and  Belvedere  Avenue,  Arlington,  Baltimore,  Md* 
In  1907,  he  maxried  Margaret  Peacock,  daughter  of  John  Peacock  by 
Margaret  Schaeffer,  Key  worth  Ave*,  Balto*,  Md, 

One  of  his  two  sons,  Samuel  Jesse  Buffington,  was  born  in  1908, 
Reist <&rst own  Road.,  Arlington,  Md*  He  was  enrolled  in  the  Cradle 

Class  of  Methodist  Church,  Park  Heights  Avenue  in  1913*  Rev.  James

Wm,  Hott  Beall,  was  pastor*  at  this  time*

A  Petition  of  the  Magistrates,  Grand  Jury,  &  other  inhabi¬ 
tants  of  the  County  of  Lancaster,  was  presented  to  the  Board  & 
read,  set  ting  forth  that  not  having  the  Conveniency  of  any  navi¬ 
gable  water,  for  bringing  the  Produce  of  their  Labours  to  Phila¬ 
delphia,  they  are  obliged  at  a  great  Expense  to  transport  them 
by  Land  Carriage,  which  Eurthen  becomes  heavier  thro'  the  Want 
of  suitable  Roads  for  Carriages  to  pass.  That  there  are  no 
public  Roade  leading  to  Philadelphia  yet  laid  out  thro'  their 
County,  and  those  in  Chester  County,  thro'  which  they  now  pass, 
are  in  many  places  incommodrous .  And  therefore  praying  that’  proper 
Persons  may  be  appointed  to  view  &  lay  out  a  Road  for  the  Publick 
Service,  from  the  Town  of  Lancaster  till  it  falls  in  with  the 
high  Road  in  the  County  of  Chester,  leading  to  the  Ferry  of 
Schuylkill  at  high  street,  &  that  a  Review  may  be  had  of  the  said 
Publick  Road  in  the  County  of  Chester; 

The  Prayer  of  which  Petition  being  granted, 

IT  IS  ORDERED  that  Thomas  Edwards,  Edward  Smout,  Robert  Barber, 
Hans  Graaf,  Caleb  Pierce,  Samuel  Jones  &  Andrew  Cornish  of  the 
County  of  Lancaster,  or  any  five  of  them,  view  &  lay  out  by  Course 
&  Distance,  a  convenient  high  Road  from  the  said  Town  of  Lancaster 
tc  the  Division  Line  between  the  Counties  of  Chester  &  Lancaster; 
And  that  Thomas  Green,  George  Aston,  William  Paschal,  Richard 
Buffington,  William  March,  Samuel  Miller  &  Robert  Parke  of  the 
County  of  Chester,  or  any  five  of  them,  do  then  joyn  the  above 
named  Persons  of  Lancaster  County,  or  any  five  of  them,  in  continu¬ 
ing  to  lay  out  as  aforesaid,  the  said  Road  form  the  Division  Line 
aforesaid,  till  it  falls  in  with  the  King’s  high  road  in  the  County 
of  Chester,  leading  to  Philadia.,  &  make  Return  thereof  to  this 
Board.  And  they,  the  above  named  Persons  of  the  County  of  Lancaster, 
or  any  five  of  them,  together  with  the  above  named  Persons  of  the 
County  of  Chester,  or  any  five  of  them,  are  further  impowered 
jointly  to  review  the  said  high  Road  within  the  last  mentioned 
County,  &  to  report  to  this  Board  what  Alterations  may  be  necessary 
to  be  made  therin,  to  suit  the  Conveniency  of  the  Carriages,  and  for 
the  better  accommodation  of  the  Inhabitants  of  this  Province.
